ZIONIST DREAM SHATTERED, SAYS ZANGWILL. 


For 2,000 years and more the Jewish race has been scat­ 
tered over the face of the earth while their native land of 
Palestine has been ruled successively by Babylonian, Persian, 
Greek, Roman, Christian and Turkish conquerers and finally 
passing under the political control of Great Britain. However, 
the love of the land of their fathers has always been strong 
among the Jews and they have never lost faith in the pro­ 
phecies which declared that once more they would possess 
this sacred spot. Palestine is insignificent in area, but no other 
spot on the globe has witnessed so many important events as 
has this little country. Three of the leading religions of today 
had .their origin thereumd the world is still largely influenced 
by the lives and thought of the men who flourished there 
during the early days of the human race. 
In recent years this longing to return to the scenes made 
famous by actors of the great drama of Jewish history has 
taken shape in the Zionist movement, but while Palestine 
was under the domination of the Turks it was plain that 
the realization of the dream of centuries was unthinkable. 
However, when the British conquered the country during the 
world war the hopes of these nationalists revived and there 
has been some immigration to the old home of the race. 
Sentiment may be a beautiful thing but in this practical age 
facts must be faced first. In the case of the returned Jews it 
is said that their lot has not been an easy one, for conditions 
differed greatly from those to which they had been accus­ 
tomed. 
However, the Zionists recently held another convention 
and it was here that they were given a hard blow by a lead­ 
ing member of their own race, Israel Zangwill. Zangwill de­ 
clared that the dream of a free Jewish state is as remote as 
ever and that the Zionist movement has failed. On the other 
hand, his assertions were met with a strong protest from the 
convention and the movement is far from being abandoned. 
Naturally one could not expect a movement of the mag­ 
nitude of this one to succeed within five or six years. Under 
the protecting arm of Great Britain matters may in time 
adjust themselves and Palestine may again be made a land 
flowing with milk and honey as it was described 3,000 years 
ago. With patience, time and mone^ some marvelous results 
can be attained ever though it may be a slow process. Zang- 
yrill intimated that one great obstacle is the fact that many 
Jews, especially in America, will never be disposed to break 
loose from their congenial surroundings and return to face un­ 
known difficulties in Palestine. However, it might be remem­ 
bered that with this made a haven of refuge for the oppres­ 
sed Jews in some of the countries of Eastern Europe, it may 
yet be filled to its capacity with a new population. At all 
events, the world will watch with keen interest the turn of 
affairs in this new state.
